HEBREW COINS CIRCULATE AGAIN. 

For the first time since the surrender of Jerusalem in 134 B. C., a silver 
coin bearing a Hebrew inscription has become a medium of exchange in 
Palestine. Under a ruling of the British Palestine Currency Board an en- 
tirely new system of coinage went into effect throughout Palestine November 
1, and will, it is intended, ultimately supersede the present Egyptian coinage. 

Before the World War Turkish currency was used in Palestine, but ow- 
ing to the geographic situation of the country there were also in circulation 
Arab and Egyptian coins. During the war Turkish paper money depreci- 
ated so greatly that under the British mandate (under which Palestine has 
been ruled since the war) Egyptian currency and English sovereign were 
declared legal tender. Acceptance of other coins was optional, except that 
the circulation of the old Turkish paper money was prohibited. 

The Egyptian pound, standard until now, equals in value one pound and 
sixpence, English currency. The new coinage is based on the English pound 
sterling and the standard coin is the 100 mils silver piece. This coin bears 
on its face a seven-leaved palm branch with the year and the word “Pales- 
tine,” in Hebrew, English and Arabian. The reverse of this coin bears the 
figure 100 and the words “One Hundred Mils” in Hebrew, English and 
Arabian. The 50-mil piece is also of silver, but smaller in size and on the 
obverse carries the representation of a five-leaved palm branch and the 
same lettering. 

The 20-mil piece, the 10-mil piece and the 5-mil piece, of nickel-bronze, 
are distinguished by holes in the center, surrounded by the wreath. These 
coins also bear the same legend. 

Hebrew coinage dates back to the Maccabean period in Jewish history. 
When the Jews were allowed by the Persian Kings to return to their home 
in Jerusalem and rebuild the temple, the use of coined money was begun. 
The standard coin was the silver shekel of biblical fame. It was originally 
coined by Simon Maccabeus, King of the Jews, from 172 to 142. The last 
Jewish silver coin was struck in 134 B. C. — New York Times.

GREEK AND ITALIAN COINS OUTLAWED IN FRANCE. 

Greek and Italian silver coins are no longer legal tender in France, fol- 
lowing the expiration of the convention of the Latin Union, announced some 
time ago. Swiss silver coins, however, will continue to have currency. 
Italian five-lire and Greek five-drachma pieces will be accepted at the Bank 
of France at the rate of 7fr. 42c., and one-lira and one-drachma pieces at 
Ifr. 38c. Likewise, in Belgium, French, Italian, Swiss and Greek silver 
coins will cease to have currency. 
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Medals of Award in the Historical Collection of the 
United States National Museum.

The close relationship existing between the science of numismatics and 
the science of history has often been made the subject of comment by 
students of these two branches of knowledge. This relationship may be 
illustrated by reference to almost any portion of the vast field of objects 
which form the legitimate subject of numismatic study. It is, however, strik- 
ingly apparent when one considers numismatic material of the character 
which I now propose to discuss. The medal, of course, as an object of 
numismatic interest, came upon the scene at a very much later date than 
the coin, upon the study of which the science of numismatics is primarily

based. The medal, consequently, does not rank so high from the technical 
numismatic viewpoint, and by some strict constructionists may even be re- 
wn'cf the confines of numismatic research.

degree the interest of this science to the general public and vastly strength- 
ens its relationship with the science of history. 

The historical collections of the United States National Museum include 
so rnany original medals of award that it is obviously impossibiri^ ^aper 
of this scope to do more than indicate the general character of this mate- 
rial as a whole by selecting certain medals of special interest and describing 
their character and history somewhat in detail. With this object in view 
1 have selected for discussion in this connection the medal awarded by Act 
of Congress to Captain Thomas Truxtun in 1800; the medal awarded by 
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Congress to General Ulysses S. Grant in 1863; and the medal awarded by 
Congress to Cyrus W. Field in 1867. The first of these medals was awarded 
to Captain Thomas Truxtun, of the United States Navy, by Act of Congress 
approved March 29, 1800, in the following language: “Resolved, That the 
President of the United States be requested to present to Captain Thomas 
Truxtun, a golden medal emblematical of the late action between the United 
States frigate Constellation of thirty-eight guns, and the French ship of 
war La Vengeance of fifty-four guns, in testimony of the high sense enter- 
tained by Congress of his gallantry and good conduct in the above engage- 
ment wherein an example was exhibited by the captain, officers, sailors, and 
marines honorable to the American name and instructive to its rising navy.“ 
The quasi-war with France during which the above resolution of Con- 
gress was adopted was the result of a number of causes. The principal one 
of these was probably the seizure of American merchant vessels by French 
warships. Relations between the two countries, however, had been strained 
ever since the outbreak of the French Revolution and the change of Gov- 
ernment which that movement had entailed. The refusal of America to join

France in the latter’s war on England was keenly felt by the French leaders, 
and the American treaty of 1795 with Great Britain was with some justifi- 
cation interpreted by the French as an infringement of the treaty of 177 8 
with France. The extreme irritation of the French Government was clearly 
shown in its attitude towards the oSicial representatives of the United States 
in Paris. 

In the spring of 1797 three special commissioners v/ere sent to France to 
improve the situation by diplomacy. Bills were meanwhile passed by Con- 
gress providing for the completion and equipment of three frigates, two of 
which, the Constellatxn and the Constitution, wore destined to become 
famous in the history of the United States Navy In the following year, 
however, the situation becemi even more acute and Congress, without mak- 
ing a formal declaration of war, gave American merchant ships the right to 
defend themselves and empowered the war ships of the American navy to 
capture French vessels which in any way interfered with American com- 
merce. 

In accordance with this arrangement Captain Thomae Truxtun was cruis- 
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ing in West Indian waters in command of the frigate Constellation, Febru- 
ary 1, 1800, when he encountered the French frigate Vengeance and imme- 
diately gave chase. After a pursuit of thirty-six hours the ships were with- 
in hailing distance of each other and the French commander opened fire 
without further ceremony. After a very sharp action, which lasted from 
eight o’clock in the evening until one o’clock in the morning, the fire of 
the Vengeance was entirely silenced and she began to shove off. Captain 
Truxtun was now certain he would be enabled to take the French vessel 
into port as his prize, but a few minutes later the mainmast of the Constel- 
lation, which had been badly shattered during the engagement, went over 
the side and the Vengeance made good her escape. This victory was ren- 
dered notable by the fact that while the Vengeance carried fifty-four guns 
the Constellation carried only thirty-eight.

The gold medal awarded to Captain Truxtun by Congress in recognition 
of the defeat of the Vengeance bears on the obverse the bust of this gallant 
officer to the left in naval uniform with the legend “Patriae Patres Filio 
Digno’’ above and “Thomas Truxtun” below, or “The fathers of the country 
to their worthy son Thomas Truxtun.” The reverse bears a view of the 
close of the engagement between the Constellation and the Vengeance, sur- 
rounded by the inscription “United States frigate Constellation of 38 guns 
pursues, attacks and vanquishes the French ship La Vengeance of 54 guns 1 
February 1800,” and in the exergue, “By vote of Congress to Thomas Trux- 
tun 29 March, 1800.” This medal is of exceptional intrinsic interest on ac- 
count of its unique design. The portrait of Captain Truxtun on the ob- 
verse and the design of the engagement on the reverse are both placed 
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within a depressed circle, thus giving the medal the appearance of a solid 
wheel with a very heavy rim. Upon this rim are engraved the legends 
noted above. The inscription in the exergue is the only one which appears 
in relief. The medal, which is very heavy, is 2^4 inches in diameter and 
^ inch in thickness at the rim. To the top is attached a heavy gold oval 
band, by means of which this interesting award might be suspended from 
the neck of the recipient. It is enclosed in a heavy circular oak case, the 
sides and top of which are decorated with grooved lines. This priceless 
numismatic relic was lent to the National Museum in 1919 by Thomas Trux- 
tun Houston. 

A second original gold medal of this character in the possession of the 
National Museum is the medal which was presented by Act of Congress 
approved December 17, 1863, to General Ulysses S. Grant in recognition of

his services in connection with the opening of the Mississippi river and the. 
victories of Fort Donelson, Vicksburg and Chattanooga. This medal is of» 1 
special interest because it was the last award of this character made by 
Congress prior to the establishment of the present system of military and 
naval awards, which includes medals and decorations of a specific character 
for various types of achievement. The gold medal presented by Congress 
to General Grant in 1863 bears on the obverse the bust of this distinguished 
soldier and statesman to the left in military uniform with the inscription 
“Major General Ulysses S. Grant” above and the legend “Joint Resolution 
of Congress, December 17, 1863” below. This design is surrounded by two 
circles between which appear at the top a spray of laurel and oak and at 
the bottom a circular wreath of sugar cane, tobacco and wheat. Between 
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the outer circle and the rim of the medal are thirteen stars arranged in 
four groups, three at the top, three on either side and four at the bottom. 
The reverse design is divided in the central foreground by a pyramidal 
trophy of arms surmounted by a liberty cap. On the left appears a view 
of the Mississippi river, with Vicksburg in the background; on the right is 
shown the Tennessee river at Chattanooga: above, upon a rainbow spanning 
this design, appears a female figure representing America holding in her 
right hand a shield inscribed “Donelson” and in her left a cornucopia. The 
whole is enclosed by two circles between which fiows the Mississippi river 
with a gunboat above and below and a river steamer on either side. Be- 
tween the outer circle and the rim of the medal ar^e thirteen stars arranged 
in the same manner as those on the obverse.

The Act of Congress in accordance with which this medal was awarded 
reads as follows: “Resolved, That the thanks of Congress be and they here- 
by are presented to Major General Ulysses S Grant, and through him to the 
oflicers and soldiers who have fought under his command during the rebel- 
lion, for their gallantry and good conduct in the battles in which they have 
been engaged, and that the President of the United States be requested to 
cause a gold medal to be struck with suitable emblems, devices and inscrip- 
tions, to be presented to Major General Grant.” The original medal award- 
ed in accordance with this resolution of Congress was received by General 
Grant and kept in his possession until his death. It was presented to the 
United States Government in 1896 by his widow, Mrs. Julia Dent Grant, and 
the financier, William H Vanderbilt 

The third medal to be described in this connection is the gold medal 
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awarded by Act of Congress approved March 2, 1867, to Cyrus 
W. Field in recognition of his achievement in first establishing the .means 
of telegraphic communication between the United States and Great Britain 
by the laying of the first submarine cable across the Atlantic Ocean. This 
task was completed after a long succession of mishaps and delays, and on 
August 14, 1858, congratulatory messages were exchanged by the President 
of the United States and the Queen of Great Britain. The undertaking 
seemed entirely successful and the promotion of the scheme was hailed on 
both sides of the Atlantic with great popular enthusiasm, both in Europe 
and America. Unfortunately, however, this first line never worked smooth- 
ly and a month after it had been laid absolutely failed to function. The 
large sum of money already devoted to the project seemed to be a total

loss, but Mr. Field did not despair of final success. During the period of 
the Civil War the scheme lay dormant, but in 18 65 it was revived and once 
more an effort was made to lay a cable across the Atlantic which would 
function in a satisfactory manner. Again the promoters of this great under- 
taking failed to complete their task and it seemed almost inconceivable 
that a further attempt should be made in that connection. In the following 
year, however, a final attempt was made and the cable successfully laid. 
It would be impossible to overestimate the service rendered to mankind by 
Cyrus W. Field through the successful accomplishment of this undertaking. 
From the inception of the enterprise, while turning over a globe in his libra- 
ry, until its successful completion, after a period of twelve years, he had 
been the heart and soul of the undertaking, and to him the credit was given 
for its successful conclusion. By a Resolution of Congress approved March 
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2, 1867, a gold medal was awarded to Mr. Field, the design of which was 
more ornate and complicated than that of any other medal in this entire 
series. 

The obverse of this medal bears in the center the head of Mr. Field, rest- 
ing upon a cloud; above, the inscription “Honor And Fame Are The Re- 
ward” is divided by a hand placing a laurel wreath upon the head of Mr. 
Field. Below appear the two ships from which the cable was laid, the 
Niagara and the Agamennon, sailing in opposite directions in midocean, one 
toward a hemisphere inscribed “America,” the other toward one inscribed 
“Europe.” Below appears the inscription in two lines “Indomitable Perse- 
verance and Enduring Faith Achieved the Success.” The whole is sur- 
rounded by an ocean cable. The reverse is inscribed: “By Resolution of 
the Congress of the United States, March 2, 1867, to Cyrus W. Field of New 
York for His Foresight, Faith and Persistency in Establishing Telegraphic 
Communication by Means of the Atlantic Telegraph, Connecting the Old 
with the New World.” To the left is the American shield; to the right a 
star formed of thirty-one smaller stars; below is represented a terrestrial 
globe showing America and Europe, surrounded by electric sparks, sur- 
mounted by a torch and a caduceus crossed and resting on branches of 
laurel and oak. 

The Historical Collections of the National Museum contain many other 
original individual medals of award of great historical and numismatic in- 
terest, no account of which can be given in a paper of this limited scope. 
In addition to these individual medals these collections include foreign med- 
als and decorations as well as objects of these types which were awarded in 
the United States. As typical examples of such collections may be mentioned 
the medals and decorations awarded to Matthew F. Maury in recognition of 
his service to the science of navigation; the medals and decorations award- 
ed to Samuel F. B. Morse, in recognition of his invention of the electro- 
magnetic telegraph; the medals and decorations awarded to David Edward 
Hughes in recognition of his researches in electricity and magnetism, and 
the exceptionally interesting collection of medals and decorations awarded 
to Robert E. Peary in recognition of his north polar explorations, 1887-1909. 

The medals and decorations of the character already mentioned are sup- 
plemented in the National Museum collections by an exceptionally large 
series of bronze copies of such medals and by an even larger series of bronze 
commemorative medals issued in the United States and foreign countries. 
It would obviously be inappropriate to do more than mention these series 
of medals in the present paper. It gives me, however, great pleasure to 
invite the individual members of this Association to visit the National Mu- 
seum for the purpose of inspecting the numismatic collection there exhibit- 
ed and to assure them that it will afford me much pleasure to extend to 
them every possible facility for their examination of the collection in ques- 
tion. In conclusion, I wish to thank you for your attention which you have 
given to my very inadequate presentation of the important subject of this 
paper.

ENGLAND’S SEVENTEENTH CENTURY TOKENS. 

The days when reigning monarchs considered it beneath their dignity to 
issue coins of any baser metal than silver, and when every petty trader 
struck tokens of his own, are recalled by the discovery at Dartmouth of a 
coin bearing the date 1663 and the name “Robert Biffen,” says a London 
dispatch to the Paris edition of the New York Herald. 

The coin was reported unearthed by a man who was digging near an elm 
tree in a lane just outside the town. 

An official at the Royal Mint said that Robert Biffen was probably a trades- 
man, and that the coin was a private token which he struck for the conve- 
nience of his customers. There is a record of coins bearing the same name 
and date as the one found at Dartmouth, he said, in Boyne’s work on trade 
tokens. 

“These tokens,” he explained, “have a place all to themselves in numis- 
matic history. They were issued even in the nineteenth century, but for a 
brief period of thirty years in the middle of the seventeenth century they 
held sway all over England. During those years there must have been some 
40,000 separate issues. The coin found at Dartmouth must have been is- 
sued when the fashion was in full swing. 

“This illegal ‘money of necessity,’ as it has been called,” added the of- 
ficial, “was the result of the indifference of the Government of the day. 
For years before Kings and Parliaments refused to issue any metal baser 
than silver, yet every year the increasing value of silver tended to decrease 
the size of the standard silver coin and to increase the need for copper. 

“The relative number of tokens issued at various towns gives us some 
idea of the importance of those towns in the seventeenth century. For ex- 
ample, there were eighty-three traders in Exeter with their own tokens, in 
High Wycombe thirty-two, in Rotherhithe sixty and in Oundle, Northants 
(today a tiny village), twenty. On the other hand, Manchester, had only 
fourteen, Liverpool eleven, Brighton two and Clapham eleven.” 


A HANDY BOOK FOR COIN COLLECTORS. 

“The Rocky Mountain Coin Encyclopedia” is the title of a pocket-size 
book published by the Adair Book, Stamp and Coin Co., of Denver, Col., 
compiled by Dr. Holland A. Davis, secretary of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety. Within its 76 pages is a great amount of information of interest and 
value particularly to the young collector. While the greater part of the 
book is taken up with a tabulated list of United States coins, including com- 
memorative issues, private gold, colonial and State issues, there are also 
lists of encased postage stamps and fractional currency. A feature of the 
tabulated list of coins is the number of pieces struck of each denomination 
each year, with their approximate value. Other parts of the book are de- 
voted to a list of numismatic terms in English, with the French and German 
equivalents; tables giving the United States gold value of foreign coins, 
and a glossary of numismatic terms. 


EXPLORER’S CLtB MEDAL TO DR. NANSEN. 

The medal of the Explorer’s Club, of New York, has been presented to Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen, polar explorer, by Lauritz S. Swenson, American Minister, 
in behalf of the National Geographic Society of America, according to a 
press dispatch from Oslo, Norway. The presentation was made at a banquet 
at the American Legation in recognition of Nansen’s Arctic achievements. 
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Falconry and Its Representation on Coins and 

Medals.

In the days when the German, armed with spear, bow and arrow, leading 
his hunting dog, followed the track of game until he could surprise it in its 
lair after untold effort, and could m^ke a killing, frequently after a hard 
tussle, the civilized people of the Far East and the wild son of the prairie, 
the nomad, already were using the trained bird of prey in order to chase 
the feathered game of the air on swift horses with little trouble and to at- 
tack it in its own element through his tamed ally. 

Falconry! A touch of poetry, a touch of romance is today hidden in this 
word for everyone. Only imagine two pictures: Mounted on a sorrel horse, 
a lady of the nobility in a costume of the thirteenth century holds a hawk 
in her gloved left hand. She loosens the hood and chains of the bird, she 
tosses him into the air, and in his freedom the proud bird soars, pursued

by the delighted gaze of his mistress, who looks forward with keen interest 
to the result of the battle in the air. And picture to yourself another 
scene. High mass! The solemn tolling of the bell invites to the cathedral. 
The Bishop is standing in gorgeous robes before the altar of the Lord. The 
choir boys in white surplices at his sides waving the incense burners. But 
on the altar — behold a white Iceland Falcon! The illumination of the can- 
dles above him makes his snow-white feathers glitter with a silver sheen, 
pure and spotless, a symbol of divine purity. He is the favorite of the High 
Prince of the church. A law of the French kings gave express permission 
to the lords of the church to place their bird of chase upon the corner of 
the high altar and, dressed in boots and spurs, to read holy mass. This last 
picture alone may be sufficient to show what tremendous spell and what 
distinctive charm Falconry at all times cast upon its devotees. 

How respected and important a place Falconry and the cultivation and 
training of the hawk occupied in past centuries may be explained in a few 
brief remarks. 

On their travels or at festival pageants kings and other high princes let 
their large Falconry train parade ahead of them, and this usage, even in 
our^daySj;, is occasionally observed at coronation festivities. Falcons were 
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a most welcome gift for kings and occupied an equal place with jewels and 
jewelry. In view of the great demand which good Falcons obtained at the 
courts of princes, very soon an extensive traffic in trained birds was devel- 
oped, which reached such a stage of excess that high duties were imposed 
upon their transport and export. 

All indications point to the fact that Falconry had its origin in Asia and 
that from there is was brought over to us. In the fourth century of our 
era, under the reign of Constantine the Great, it is for the first time that 
a writer, Firmikus, reports a chase with the Falcon, but this art of the 
chase did not acquire any significance as yet. For centuries nothing is 
mentioned in regard to it. Not until the time of the Crusades, which in 
many respects improved the civilization of the Middle Ages, expanded the 
horizon of the Western countries and brought the West closer to undreamed 
of and totally unknown people and countries with their manners and cus-

toms, did Falconry began to have a tremendous rise. The knighthood, the 
culture-bearing layer of society of that time, became . acquainted in the 
Orient with this new hunting art and readily took to it. We know from the 
famous work of the Germaq Emperor, Frederick II (1215-1250), “De Arte 
Venandi Cum Avibus” (Treaty on the Art of Hunting with Birds), that the 
Arabs were far superior in their knowledge of Falconry than any other 
people and that we owe to them and their writings all the knowledge which 
contributed to the perfection and the scientific development of this art 
which now spread with unheard-of celerity over the entire Western country. 

No less a personage than Frederick II devoted himself to Falconry with 
the absolute passion of the amateur and expert. After his return from the 
fifth Crusade (1229) he called to his court expert Falconers and Falcons 
from Arabia and other countries and devoted himself with complete aban- 
don to the raising and training of hunting Falcons. Everywhere he took with 
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him his beloved birds, everyone of whom had its proper name; and on his 
extensive travels he worried about the care of those which he had left at 
home, made inquiries about the state of their health and also about the care 
o£ those which had been recently caught and were still being trained. His 
experiences, together with his son, Manfred, he perpetuated in the book we 
already mentioned, “De Arte Venandi Cum Avibus.” This book is the first 
work on the subject of this truly royal sport and to this day has hardly 
been surpassed. Guided by this book, let us explain in the following the 
usages of the Falcon Hunt, as they are almost entirely observed today. 

The hunting birds were procured by being taken from the eyrie or being 
caught in flight. Sometimes it was customary to even take the eggs out of 
the eyrie in order to let them be hatched by tame birds, but the Emperor 
himself comments on this practice that the birds which had been so hatched 
were of little value for the hunt. The fledglings (technically called “eyas’^) 
were taken care of in an artificial nest far from human habitations in order 
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not to disturb the animals. ‘‘The birds had to be fed with fresh, tender 
meat, free of sinew and fat,” writes the Emperor, and the feeding is to be 
rich and to occur twice daily, in the morning before 3 o’clock and in the 
evening before sundown. Only the Falconer entrusted with their care is 
% permitted to approach them. When the birds have grown up the sharp 
claws are cut and, as the expression goes, their eyes are “seeled”; that is, 
in order to blind them temporarily their eyelids are sewed up. When the 
Falcon is “seeled” and is resting on the hand, which is protected against 
the claws by a leather glove, the bird is dressed with the jesses and the 
bewits, i. e., leather leash and straps, with a small bell. The Emperor 
speaks of these parts in great detail and from their detailed description it 
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can be seen that they differ very little from those in use today. Then he 
gives minute direct:: ns how to carry the Falcon on the fist by means of the 
Cham, and after he has set forth the qualifications of a good Falconer he 
goes into the subject of the training. 

After the bird has been so dressed he has to be carried without interrup- 
tion for the next 24 hours on the fist, without giving him any food. After 
he IS thus tired out he is given a piece of poultry (called “the lure”). These 
first lessons in training which now take place have the purpose to get the 
bird accustomed to. jump to the fist of the Falconer. After the animal has 
ecome used to its master and to the different noises caused by humans 
and domestic animals, the next step is to begin ,with the opening of the eye- 
lids and to accustom the bird to remain seated quietly and firmly on the fist

of the Falconer. When this has been successfully accomplished, the trainer 
can begin with the training proper, that is, with the training for the chase 
itself. 

Of course, it is impossible to carry the bird constantly on the fist. There 
are two different roosts for him. The block, comparable to an inverted 
pyramid, on which the animal can rest without striking its tail feathers; 
and the perch, which also is provided with a protection for the tail feathers, 
a piece of linen which hangs down and which is also intended to prevent 
the ensnarling of the chains around the perch. Unfortunately, the imperial 
author has nothing to say on the subject of the training proper. As the bird 
during the period of his taming has been used to listen for the whistling 
of his master and to feed only when mounted on his hand and out of his 
master’s hand, the training proper could, of course, offer no special diffi- 
cultices, as the natural instinct to chase and kill strange birds could by no 
means have been lost. 
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Of all manners of chase with framed birds — and the objects of the chase 
were rabbits, hares, weasel, ducks, pheasants, partridges, cranes, magpies 
and heron, in fact, there was hardly an animal of the lower race which 
could not be hunted with the Falcon — of all these chases, that for the heron 
and the kite were the most desirable and the most exalted. This alone is 
called the high chase and alone was considered worthy to carry the proud 
name of the royal chase. As these birds are not native to all localities, it 
seldom happens that this chase is carried on exclusively, but in territories 
where herons are abundant and where a level, unbuilt and open stretch of 
country offers a wide range to the eye and a free course to the horses, the 
high chase could develop to particular advantage and could be worked up 
into a luxury to which the pleasure of no other chase could be compared. 
In Holland, with its damp, low country and its wide stretches of plains, 
these conditions were most favorable. So it is not surprising that there in 
the fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth centuries the chase of the heron was 
developed to a special plane of refinement and splendor and that this country 
during the open season (June and July) became the rendezvous and con- 
course of English, French, German and other Falconers 

Let us describe in the following one of these Dutch Falcon chases briefly 
in order to give an idea what took place during such a chase. The best time 
is from 4 o’clock to sundown. The mounted Falconers and trainers assemble 
at the proper place. After the hunt is assembled the Falcon guard takes 
his position as lookout to windward at a distance of about 1.5 km., prefer- 
ably at some elevated point in order, on the one hand, to be easily visible 
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to the assembled hunt and, on the other hand, in order to get a good view 
over the whole country. At the same time two mounted Falconers take 
their birds on their fist and take their place at a distance of several hundred 
paces in the direction of the habitation of the heron. As soon as the pikeur 
(the lookout) observes before the wind a heron which seems worth hunt- 
ing, he puts his horse with the head pointing in the direction of the soaring 
heron so that the assembly which is considerable distance away can note 
the direction. Upon this signal everyone cries out: “A la vol! A la vol!” 
(“To the flight! To the flight!’’.) Animation immediately takes hold of the 
hunt. Everybody mounts their horses in order to gain a favorable view- 
point and follows with rapid tension the soaring heron. The huntsmen try 
to come close to the heron, and if this bird has flown beyond them and has 
a handicap of several hundred metres in the direction of the nest which it 
is trying to reach, they take off the hoods of the Falcon and throw them 
into the air. Now the chase begins and in a very peculiar manner. The 
Falcons do not immediately rise into the air, but for quite a stretch they 
fly close to the ground and separate. After they have thus approached the 
heron, who in the meantime has noticed that he is pursued and has thrown 
up the fish with which he had filled himself in order to fly higher and more 
easily, he tries to reach his nest or the shelter of some woods. Now the 
Falcons mount higher and higher in sweeping circles with an almost in- 
credible speed, for only when they dart down from above (called “truss- 
ing”) they become dangerous to the large bird. The heron notices that 
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greater height (called “taking the air”), but he must see that with his 
bulk he is not equal to the soaring ability and velocity of his pursuers. 
Now, strange to say, he turns about to fly toward his adversaries and to 
bring about a battle. Of course, the hunt follows the flight of the bird on 
horseback. The Falcons fly in concentric circles (they have already sepa- 
rated) toward the heron, which is spiralling higher and higher. The heron 
tries to escape, flies hither and yon and the Falcon after him. The chase 
becomes wilder and more exciting. Now the first Falcon, shooting straight 
down vertically like an arrow, darts for the heron. He misses. The heron 
skillfully has side-stepped and his first enemy, through the impetus of his 
drop, finds himself about 20 metres below him. But here comes the second 
Falcon. If he also misses, nothing much is lost, for in the meantime his 
comrade has again reached a considerable altitude, and now comes to pow- 
erful blows with his opponent. Attack follows upon attack. Both Falcons 
claw upon their victim now gradually tiring and the three of them drop 
down, a fighting, scrambling ball of feathers. Just before the ground is 
reached the Falcons let go in order not to be hurt when the crash comes. 
As soon as the heron has fallen to the ground the Falcons make a rush for 
him in order to prevent his escape. The huntsmen themselves have now 
reached the place, kill off the heron and feed the Falcons with living pigeons. 

A chase of this kind for a large hunting assembly sometimes extended 
over two months. In that case their Falconry train may have been com- 
posed of as many as 45 Falcons, with perhaps 10 trainers. If you reflect 
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that the annual maintenance of these 45 Falcons required about 4000 kilo- 
grams of beef of best quality and about 1200 to 1500 pigeons, you can 
readily figure out the cost which the maintenance cf such a train required. 

Now that we have become familiar with the process of a Falcon chase, 
we can proceed with the representations on the coins and medals which 
refer to Falcon and Falconry. 

The first item is a photograph out of the famous book of Emperor Frederick 
II, to which we referred, “De Arte Venandi Cum Avibus.” It is a medieval minia- 
ture and shows the enthroned Emperor with the insignia of his rank, and next 
to him his hunting Falcon seated on a block. (Illustration No. 1.) 

As the armorial animal, the Barons of Falkenstein carrv the Falcon. A splen- 
did series of Bracteates was issued by Burkhard II (1142-il73), which shows this 
noble animal with majestic bearing in splendid die work. (Illustrations Nos. 
2-A, 2-B, 2-C.) 

The Falcon further occurs on medieval coins as seated on the fist of his 
master. Here he is also represented as an animal trained for the chase. A Dena- 
rius of Count Eberhard of Sayn (1139-1176) shows it to us in this manner. (Illus- 
tration No. 3.) 

Of the numerous other coins of this kind, let us show only two small Denarii 
of Brandenburg of the thirteenth century: Otto IV (1266-1308). The Margrave is 
seated on a bench, in his right hand a sword, and on his left fist a Falcon is seat- 
ed. (Illustration No. 4.) 

The following coin shows us that women also indulged in this sport. It is a 
Denarius of the Margravine of Brandenburg, Agnes, who died in 1334. (Illus- 
tration No. 5.) i. . j 

The coin which w6 now show is.' unquestionably the most beautiful medieval 
monument to Falconry. It is a Bracteate of Gunther V (1167-1220) of Schwarz- 
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bur^-Kafernburg-. Tl\e p^^re shai^ rare animation and evidently is based on 
th& quite individual pt^fti't OT*vrew oPfthe die-cutter. Tbe Count stands before us 
in armor, his right hand resting on his sword and on his left fist the Falcon. It 
seems to me that on this Bracteate a very definite moment of the Falcon hunt is 
represented, namely, the tossing into the air of the Falcon, for the Counts is 
standing with both legs firmly braced against each other and reaches out with 
his left arm in order to throw his bird into the air. Undoubtedly this coin is 
one of the most interesting and most instructive of its kind and certainly de- 
serves close study. (Illustration No. 6.) 

Of more modern coins there are shown three specimens: 

First — The first Falcon Thaler of Margrave Frederick William of Branden- 
burg-Ansbach (1729-1757). It shows us the Falcon all ready for the chase, for 
it is carrying the hood with the plume as decoration. Inscription, ELATVS 
TENDIT IN ALTVM (“Tossed up he strives to great heights”). It has been 
already explained that the P''alcon is dressed in a hood of this kind in order to be 
protected against excitement and fear. This hood is not removed until just be- 
fore the Falcon is thrown into the air in order to throw himself upon the bird 
that is to be hunted. (Illustration No. 7.) 

Second — The second Falcon Thaler of the same Prince shows us a scene of the 
chase. In the foreground is the mounted figure of the Falcon hunter. In the 
background the mounted Falcon train and high in the air a Falcon battling with 
a heron. (Illustration No. 8.) , , 

Third — The fight itself is shown us most clearly on the last medal (it is a 
medal commemorating the Battle of Landen, in Holland, of the year 1693). The 
heron is attacked by the Falcon and defends itself energetically with its huge 
beak. (Illustration No. 9.) 
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I hope that I have succeeded by means of my story, as well as my illus- 
trations, in giving a clear picture, to some extent at least, of a kind of 
hunting practice which in our days is hardly practiced any more. For de- 
cades, in fact for more than a century, there has been no one who has been 
an expert in this noble art of the chase. It is so much more commendable, 
therefore, that since a few years there are huntsmen in Germany who 
occupy themselves zealously with the training of Falcons and with Fal- 
conry. And even if it cannot be assumed that they v/ill be successful in 
rendering Falconry the prestige of past centuries, we may be, nevertheless, 
permitted to express our pleasure that there are people who strive to bring 
an attractive variation into the very monotonous practice of hunting with 
gun and powder. 


LINDBERGH RECEIVES HUBBARD GOLD MEDAL. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh was presented the Hubbard gold medal of the 
National Geographic Society by President Coolidge at Washington on No- 
vember 14. It was awarded in recognition of his “heroic service to the 
science of aviation by his solitary flight from New York to Paris, May 21- 
23, 1927. (See The Numismatist, July, 1927, page 398). J. deL. 
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The Higley Coppers. 

^The recent convention of the American Numismatic Association at Hart- 
ford, Conn., and the visit to the Granby copper mines had the effect of bring- 
ing prominently to the front the copper threepence struck by John Higley 
at Granby about 1737-1739, supposed to be the earliest copper coins struck 
in this country. The fact that Higley had struck his coins in the neighbor- 
hood of Hartford was considered an incident worthy of consideration and 
comment throughout the convention, but no effort was made to discuss 
more than informally the varieties of his coins or the circumstances con- 
nected with their issue. 

It is not our purpose no^w to do much more than was done informally at 
the convention, but the interest lately aroused in these coins makes it seem 
desirable to reprint at this time some matter which appeared in The Numis- 
matist in the issue of July, 1913. 

Until 1913 it was believed that the varieties of the Higley coppers were 
limited to those given in Crosby’s “Early Coins of America.’’ These are as 
follows: 


TYPE 1. 

Obverse, Deer standing, facing left. THE VALUE OF THREE PENCE. 

Reverse A, Three crowned hammers, CONNECTICUT. 1737 C. VIII 
17, 18. ’ ’ 

Two varieties of above obverse, each found with reverse A. 

TYPE 2. 

Obverse, Deer standing, facing left. VALUE ME AS YOU PLEASE. In 
exergue. III in scroll. 

Reverse B, Three crowned hammers. I AM GOOD COPPER. 1737. 

Two dies of this reverse, one of which comes with Tvpe 1 obverse, the 
other with Type 2. C. VIII, 19, 20. 

TYPE 3. 

Obverse, Deer standing, facing left, crescent above. VALUE ME AS 
YOU PLEASE. In exergue, III in scroll. 

Three dies of this obverse. Two of these dies come with reverse B (C. 
VIII, 21, 22). All three dies with reverse C (C. VIII, 23, 24, 25). Third 
die also with reverse D. 

Reverse C, Broad ax. J CUT MY WAY THROUGH. 1739. 

Obverse, Same as Type 3, third die. 

Reverse D. Broad ax. J CUT MY WAY THROUGH. 1739. With above 
obverse only. (C. VIII, 26.) 


WOOD DIE. 

The variety discovered by Mr. Wood was not, of course, in Crosbv. 

Obverse, THE WHEELE GOES ROUND. With reverse C. 

The Higley series embraces eleven varieties. 

In 1913 a Higley copper with an entirely new obverse was discovered by 
Howland Wood, Curator of the American Numismatic Society, New York 
City. It came to him among a lot of other old coppers. It is illustrated 
here. The center has a wheel, with the inscription, THE WHEELE GOES 
ROUND. The reverse of this piece is the undated broadax type. 

It would be interesting to learn, if possible, the order in which these pieces 
were struck. In a short paper read at the Hartford Convention, prepared 
by N. Penn Bugbee, it was stated that objection was made by some to re- 
ceiving Higley’s coppers at their stated value of threepence, whereupon he 
promptly altered the inscription to VALUE ME AS YOU PLEASE. As all 
pieces known prior to 1913 contained this inscription, it would seem that 
the piece found by Mr. Wood was an earlier issue, although this piece does 
not contain the value, while most of the other varieties do. 

It would also be interesting to learn the significance of the various de- 
signs used — the deer, the three crowned hammers, the broadax and the 
wheel. As Higley was reputed to be a blacksmith, the three crowned ham- 
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mers and the wheel may have been used as emblematic of his business. 
But this does not account for the broadax and the deer. The inscription 
on the wheel piece, “The Wheele Goes Round,” suggests that Higley may 
have operated a game of chance in his establishment. 

The following matter is reprinted from the July, 1913, issue of The 
Numismatist, at the time Mr. Wood discovered the additional variety. The 
address of Mr. Mitchelson at a meeting of the New York Numismatic Club 
will also be found interesting at this time, as it throws considerable light 
on the entire subject:

A New Variety of the Higley Coppei»s. 

The above illustration represents an entirely new discovery in the Colo- 
nial series, being a variety of the well-known Higley series of coppers that 
has never been mentioned or known of until a short time ago, when it came 
into the possession of Mr. Howland Wood among a lot of old coppers. It 
was covered with dirt and verdigris to such an extent that its character was 
not suspected until it had been thoroughly cleaned. 

The reverse of this interesting coin bears the same device as Crosby’s 
Type No. 3, Reverse C., which is illustrated on Plate VIII of his work on 
the “Early Coins of America,” and bears the number of 24. This is the 
broadax device, with the motto “I CUT MY WAY THROUGH.” This re- 
verse goes with the undated variety of the Higley pieces, which has the 
deer obverse, in contrast to the varieties bearing dates, respectively, 173 7 
and 1739. 

This would seem to show that the new variety was struck about the same 
time as No. 24. The curious obverse of the new variety, however, is entire- 
ly different in design from that of the other pieces of the series, although 
its quaintness of inscription clearly indicates the same origin. “THE 
WHEELE GOES ROUND,” with the wheel as the central device, is exactly 
of the same workmanship as the Higleys shownig the deer, and the letters 
and index hand are undoubtedly from the same punches. 


Apropos of the discovery of this new variety of the Higley series, it no 
doubt will be of interest to the readers of The Numismatist to read an ad- 
dress upon the subject of the Higley coppers which was delivered before 
the New York Numismatic Club by the late Mr. Joseph C. Mitchelson, of 
Tarriffville. Conn., in 1910, and which was printed in Mehl’s Numismatic 
Monthly of June of that year. The address possesses particular interest 
for the reason that Mr. Mitchelson lived within sight of the famous copper 
mines for many years. The address was as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen: At the last meeting of our club I was 
asked by the entertainment committee to read a paper on the Higley Copper 
Coinage. Now, as you all know, I have made no practice of preparing pa- 
pers on numismatic subjects, but as I have lived within a short distance of 
the place where those pieces were made, off and on, for my whole life, the 
mines being within sight of my home, I have consented to give the members 
here all the information that has come my way. 

“Being interested in the subject probably more than anyone else on ac- 
count of these coins having been made in my own town, I have made in- 
quiries from all the old residents in that section of the country in the hope 
of being able to add something to the very little that is known regarding 
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them. I have really devoted a lot of my time to the subject ever since I 
was a boy. 

“The terms of Simsbury Mines and Granby Mines are apt to be confusing 
to the average person, and it may be well to state here just why the two 
terms were used. The township of Simsbury originally embraced all the 
territory within the present limits of Simsbury, Granby, East Granby, and 
Canton. Granby was made a separate township fifty years after the coppers 
were made and since then has been divided again. 

“While the Higley coppers are now often referred to as Granby coppers, 
still this is a modern term, as the coins really were Simsbury coppers, as 
the townships of Granby and East Granby were created many years after the 
coppers were made, the mines now being located in East Granby. 

“Where the Higley mines are located is on the west side of the range 
known as Turkey Hills, which is now in East Granby. Among the early 
settlers this section was considered as waste lands, and was held in com- 
mon by the inhabitants of the township. It was here that they used to hunt 
deer and turkey and beaver. The land was very mountainous, at the bottom 
being large swamps, which since have been drained. Nearby was a large 
pond. It is probable that hunters for game originally discovered the mines. 
This hill is the highest in the settlements and the mines run underneath 
for fully a half mile. 

“Several companies were organized at different times to work the copper 
mines. The first was composed of local land owners, and that was followed 
by companies from London. Holland, Boston, New York and other places. 
The working of the mines was never very profitable, two vessels of the early 
companies loaded with ore having been lost, one captured by the French, 
and the other sunk. These losses were due to the mine owners being com- 
pelled to send the ore to England to be smelted. 

“The copper is found only in streaks here and there through the rocks. 
There is a great deal of this ore at the present time, but the mines have not 
been worked since 1833, although experiments have been made within a 
few years, and a carload of ore was taken from there two years ago. Wheth- 
er the working of the mines with modern processes would be profitable at 
the present time I do not know. 

“Dr. Ensign of Tariffville, Conn., who was a noted doctor in his day and 
the leading physician of Simsbury and a collector of curios, got a piece of 
pure smelted copper from some one connected with the mines, from which 
it was said the Higley coppers were made. This specimen has been in the 
possession of the family for years and was given me by his son, Mr. Charles 
A. Ensign, of Simsbury. 

“For a long time it was customary to send prisoners of the State to work 
the Simsbury mines, and in 1773 it was made a State Prison by the Legis- 
lature, and was called Newgate. When the Revolution took place the prison 
was used to hold English Loyalists, and Washington sent prisoners there 
from Cambridge. It is supposed that this bowl and spoon were used for 
porridge by the prisoners at Newgate Prison. 

“The reason Higley made the coppers was probably not so much to pro- 
vide a currency that would be acceptable at a nearby tavern (as has been 
stated by one historian), but rather to fill a need for coin of small denomi- 
nation among the colonists. At that time there was very little coin in circu- 
lation, as one can understand from this extract on ‘Currency and Banking 
in Connecticut,’ written by Joseph G. Woodford, which I am sure is inter- 
esting enough to read. * * * 

“It is always interesting to numismatists to know something about the 
man who has made a rare coin, but I regret that very little is known about 
the history of John Higley. But there is one thing certain, and that is we 
know enough to show that he was a man of means and a great deal of 
ability, and was anything rather than the drunken blacksmith that he has 
been at times represented to be. 

“John Higley, Jr., from all that can be learned, was born in March, 1673. 
His father, John Higley, settled in Simsbury in 1683, John being 10 years 
old at the time. His father was a great politician, and was elected to the 
Connecticut Legislature in 1691, serving for a good many years. In 1704 
he had the title of captain attached to his name, he belonging to the Home 
Guards, which had been formed for protection against the Indians. 
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“Upon referring to the list of representatives from the town of Simsbury 
to the General Assembly of 1709, we also find the name of John Higley, 
which would make it appear that the son had also become a representative 
of Simsbury, each township being allowed two representatives. John Hig- 
ley, Jr., also served in the Assembly until 1711, and after a lapse of a good 
many years we again find his name among the representatives of 1731, 
which was only a few years before he commenced to make the coppers that 
have made his name so well known. 

“The Higleys were one of the most important families in Connecticut. 
In 1695 Higley, Sr., was the largest taxpayer, having become the wealthiest 
man in the colony. His daughter, Hannah, the sister of John Higley, Jr., 
was the mother of the first Governor Trumbull of Connecticut. 

“Prom 1731 we hear nothing about Higley in particular until he began 
to make coppers on his own account in 1737. He had been interested in the 
copper mines with the different companies from 1709, or from the time 
when copper was first discovered. The exact time copper was first found is 
not definitely known, but it is supposed to have been about 1700. In 1707 
a company was organized to work the mines, composed of local land owners, 
among whom it is natural to suppose was John Higley, his home being the 
nearest to the mines of any in the settlement, and as he was one of the 
leaders of the community. 

“A very interesting fact in connection with the working of the copper 
mines is that it was agreed by the owners to pay the sum of ten shillings 
on each ton of copper produced by them, a part of which was devoted to the 
support of the school of Simsbury and Yale College. 

“It may strike the average person as somewhat peculiar that John Higley 
is nowadays always referred to as a blacksmith, when we know it to be a 
fact that he was the son of the most prosperous man in the colony, as it is 
natural to think that he shared in the wealth of his father. But in those 
days, no matter how prominent a man may have been, or how much he was 
worth, he was found to pursue some one of the trades. As a matter of fact, 
the early colonists were made up of mechanics — blacksmiths, wheelwrights, 
carpenters, shoemakers, etc. 

“The exact time the Higley coppers were first made is not known for a 
certain reason. The matter was intentionally kept a secret. The colonists 
had no right to smelt their ore, which was usually taken from the mines in 
saddlebags and boats to Saybrook, at the mouth of the Connecticut River, 
where it was placed aboard sailing vessels and sent to England to be smelt- 
ed, although sailing vessels could have come up to Windsor, about ten miles 
from the mines. 

“Certain authorities state that Higley was regarded as a counterfeiter. 
This probably was not on account of his having made counterfeits of the 
current coin, but rather his private copper threepences, which, proving be- 
yond a doubt that he had smelted the ore, in all likelihood was what had 
gained for him the name of a counterfeiter. But careful research of all the 
existing records fails to show that he was ever prosecuted on such a charge. 

“The home of Higley was situated about a half mile from the mines, as 
shown by the map of Simsbury of 1730, which is in the State Library at 
Hartford, under the charge of Mr. George S. Godard, who would be glad at 
any time to show it to anyone taking an interest in it. The foundation 
walls of the old home are still standing, as is also the foundation of the 
chimney, which occupied about two-thirds of the cellar. 

“There are no descendants of the family by the name of Higley within 
the present limits of the town of Simsbury, as far as I know, but there are 
some in the town of Canton, which is a part of the original Simsbury. 

“I have known every inhabitant of the town of Simsbury, within three 
miles of the mines, from early childhood up to the time I was 21, but I 
never met a single person who knew anything about the Higley coppers, 
with one exception, Eno Viets, who lived near the mines, and was a pros- 
perous farmer. A few years ago he was to buy one of the coppers from a 
man in Suffield for something like |20 or $25, but the owner changed his 
mind about selling. A lawsuit took place, which cost Viets about $100, 
and he did not get the coin after all. 

“This was the only Higley copper I ever heard of in that part of the 
country when I was a young man, with the exception of the one in the 
Atheneum at Hartford.” 
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Addenda to List of United States Half Dimes 

PUBLISHED IN THE AUGUST ISSUE OF THE NUMISMATIST. 

In order to make this list as near complete as possible in the volume for 
1927, below are listed all additional varieties discovered since publication 
of the original list in the August issue: 

1829. 

No. 6 — Small, wide 5 C, distant from stem, with tip of C extending be- 
yond stem. Final A of AMERICA distant from arrowhead. Each arrow- 
head touches shaft of arrow above. In UNITED the N and I are well spaced 
but I and T touch at top. The I of PLURIBUS is directly beneath the space 
between A and second T of STATES, while on numbers 4 and 5 it is under 
the A. The 5 of 5 C has a very short, thick top bar. Extremely rare. 

1833. 

No. 7 — “Oversize.” Type of regular issue, but measures 17.5 mm., while 
our regular issue measures but 16 mm. Its weight is midway between our 
regular issue half dime and a dime of 1833, which measures 19 mm. All 
figures and letters larger than on regular issue, being in harmony with its 
size, even to the milling, which is wider spaced. The 8 of date leans to 
right. Stem end and tip of C are even. Each arrowhead touches shaft of 
arrow above. Pinal A of AMERICA close to arrowhead. Scroll starts be- 
tween T and E of UNITED. Probably unique. 

1837. 

No. 5^ — Liberty seated. Curved date as No. 5, but date shows no signs 
oi recutting. Short break from Liberty’s foot to extreme edge Another 
extends a short distance into right field from milling between cap and foot. 
A third conencts rim to pole through cap, while the last runs through 
drapery left of shield from rim to L of LIBERTY. All lettering on reverse 
is thicker than on No. 5. Extremely rare. 

No. 5% — Straight date as No. 6, except perfect reverse die used. There is 
a rim break from near foot up to about half way to cap on both this num- 
ber and No. 6. 

No. 6^ — Straight date as No. 6, but without break on right rim. Heavy 
break from knee to about half way to foot. Imperfections in right field 
close to and parallel with arm, also between arm and pole parallel with 
arm. Pole is very thin beneath hand. On reverse faint cracks connect first 
A of AMERIUii and R to rim above. Extremely rare. 

1838. 

No. 2y2 — Same type as No. 1, but struck with badly scaled dies, which 
almost obliterates the beading on both obverse and reverse. Stars faint. 
Outlines of Liberty very irregular. Ground has double outline, nearly merg- 
ing with date. Another follows arm on shield from wrist to elbow. Line 
drawn from hand holding staff to shoulder and another from same hand to 
lowest point of cap. Faint outlines under each figure of date. On reverse 
a faint crack runs from rim, through wreath to H of HALF, between D of 
o.>riTED and S of STATES. A heavy break connects right top of first A of 
AMERICA to rim above and another the C to rim. Extremely rare. 

No. 2% — Same type as No. 1, except there is a rim break on lower right 
obverse rim from just below foot to about half way to cap (as on No. 6 of 
1837), but not as heavy a break. Suction marks show plainly on reverse. 
Extremely rare. 


1853. 

No. 41/^ — Same as No. 4, but on reverse a crack connects wreath at top. 
Yery rare. 

No. 4% — As No. 4, but a heavy break connects the tops of U and N of 
UNITED to rim at left of U. Extremely rare. 
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1860. 

No. 21/^ — Similar to No. 2 but obverse die has cracked from last T of 
STATES through head to cap. On the reverse both ribbon ends touch 
wreath and acorn touches the beading. Extremely rare. 

1871. 

No. 2^ — Similar to No. 2, but 1 and 8 of date touch at base and 7 and 1 
touch at top. In numbers 1 and 2 these figures are close but do not touch. 
Extremely rare. 

Note — No. 7 of 1833 is in the collection of F. D. Langenheim, of Phila- 
delphia, and Nos. 6^ of 1837 and 2 % of 1838 are in the collection of Geo. 
R. Ross, of Lebanon, Pa. The others are in the collection of the writer.

THE LAW REGARDING ILLUSTRATIONS OF COINS. 

For the information of our readers generally, and particularly those who 
have written asking for information, we reprint from The Numismatist of 
April, 1912, the law concerning the use of illustrations of United States 
and foreign coins. We believe this is the latest legislation on the subject. 

(Public No. 83 — S. 4651.) 

An Act to amend section one hundred and seventy-one of the penal laws of 
the United States, approved March fourth, nineteen hundred and nine. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That section one hundred and sev- 
enty-one of the penal laws of the United States, approved March fourth, 
nineteen hundred and nine, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Sec. 171. Whoever within the United States or any place subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof shall make, or cause or procure to be made, or shall 
bring therein from any foreign country, or shall have in possession with 
intent to sell, give away, or in any other manner use the same, any business 
or professional card, notice, placard, token, device, print, or impression, or 
any other thing whatsoever, in the likeness or similitude as to design, color 
or the inscription thereon of any of the coins of the United States or of any 
foreign country that have been or hereafter may be issued as money, either 
under the authority of the United States or under the authority of any for- 
eign Government, shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars. But 
nothing in this section shall be construed to forbid or prevent the printing 
and publishing of illustrations of coins and medals or the making of the 
necessary plates for the same to be used in illustrating numismatic and 
historical books and journals and school arithmetics and the circulars of 
legitimate publishers and dealers in the same.” 

Approved, February 15, 1912. 


NUMISMATICS AND THE A. N. A. TWENTY-FWE YEARS AGO. 

The Numismatist for December, 1902, contained the following articles:

The depart- 
ment devoted to the A. N. A. contains the names of 11 applicants for mem- 
bership. In his monthly chat the editor says: “Several correspondents take 
exception to the statement in our last issue by Mr. Frey that the 1893 edi- 
tion of the Copper Catalog was published by Mr. J. W. Scott. The work 
was edited by Mr. Lyman H. Low, as stated, but the publishers were the 
Scott Stamp and Coin Company (Caiman & Collin). This firm bought out 
Mr. Scott somewhere about 1884.”

SPELLING ON MEDAL DEFENDED. 

The spelling of the word “sesqui-centennial” with a single “n” on the re- 
cent Kingston, N. Y., medal, mention of which was made in our September 
issue and which was illustrated in the October number, is warmly defended 
by Judge Alphonso T. Clearwater, of that city, who was chairman of the com- 
mittee having the celebration in charge. In one of the Kingston papers 
Judge Clearwater is quoted as saying: 

“The criticism is an unjust one. The critics are evidently unfamiliar 
with the rules laid down some years ago by the compilers of the new Oxford 
English dictionary. These rules recommended the elimination of the second 
of two conjoining consonants, where such elimination does not change the 
meaning of the word of its symbolical significance. Because of the exigen- 
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cies of space the retention of the second “n” would have precluded the ap- 
pearance upon the medal of the name of our city. 

“Pressure was brought to bear on me from many quarters to use the long- 
er spelling. But as the oldest continuous resident of Kingston, I insisted 
upon the form used. Two thousand years from now this medal will bear 
witness to the fact that Kingston was the first capital of New York State. 
Let the critics brush up on their scholarship. I may be dead, but if so, like 
the Irishman, I am not conscious of the fact.” 

Criticism of the spelling appeared in the daily press the day following the 
distribution of the medals. Judge Clearwater’s explanation that the spell- 
ing as it appeared on the medal was intentional and that authority for the 
use of only one “n” is found in the new Oxford English Dictionary will re- 
lieve those connected with the designing of the medal from any criticism. 

But why the spelling of this word, or any other word, as authorized by 
the Oxford English Dictionary should be preferred to the spelling authorized 
by several standard dictionaries of this country has not been explained. The 
use of two- “n’s” in the word is general in this country and is authorized by 
all dictionaries accepted as authorities on spelling. 

In connection with the illustration of this medal which appeared in the 
November issue, the secretary of Judge Clearwater has written to Mr. J. 
deLagerberg, East Orange, N. J., under date of November 8. as follows: 

“I am requested by Judge Clearwater to acknowledge the receipt of and 
to thank you for the copy of The Numismatist of November, and to say that 
the article on the Sesqui-Centennial medal would seem to contain two errors. 

“Pirst — It states that you furnished a specimen, which is illustrated. 
The Judge had the impression that he furnished it. 

“Second — The article states that the medal will be sent to museums, 
schools and historical societies throughout the State. There is no inten- 
tion of distributing the medal to schools and historical societies. Distribu- 
tion will be confined to museums and universities. 

“The erroneous information to which I allude has led to the receipt by 
the Judge of letters from five different historical societies and two high 
schools requesting copies of the medal, and doubtless these are but a pre- 
lude to others of the same character.” 


NEW COMMEMORATIVE ISSUE OF POLISH GOLD CX>INS. 

Mr. Julius Guttag, New York City, recently received a set of gold coins 
of the Polish Republic of the date 1925, but probably put in circulation later, 
consisting of 10 and 20 zloty, of the same general design, one specimen of 
which is illustrated here 



The obverse shows the head of King Boleslaus I the Great, who ruled 
Poland from 992 to 1025, so that the issue apparently commemorates the 
900th anniversary of his death. This is the ruler who raised Poland from 
a small principality to a great power and established Christianity as the 
state religion through the founding of the Archbishopric of Gnesen. This 
king, by his conquests, expanded Poland to the east, north and west — ex- 
panded it to the Baltic Sea on the north, annexed parts of Pomerania, Sax- 
ony, and Silesia from Germany, after the German Emperor Otto III had 
crowned him king, and in the easterly direction he conquered Kiew from 
Russia. At his death, in 1025, he left Poland one of the mightiest states 
in Europe, reaching from the River Bug to the Elbe and from the Danube 
to the Baltic, and holding also the overlordship over Russia. 

It is rumored that the same set also includes higher values, but our in- 
formation on this point is not positive.

BANK OF CHARLESTON REDEEMS OBSOLETE NOTES. 

The following is from a newspaper clipping recently sent to this office. 
We publish it for what it is worth and do not vouch for the truth of it: 

If you have a $7 bill issued by the Bank of Charleston, it is still good. 
All the various odd denominations of currency issued by Southern banks in 
the wild-cat days of banking are unheard of now. A $3, $4 or $8 bill is no 
good except to the collector of curiosities, unless it originated with the Bank 
of Charleston. That institution, now the South Carolina National Bank, 
assumed all its obligations when the National Banking act was passed in 
187 2. To this day it redeems notes issued as far back as its founding in 
1*838. 

The Charleston News and Courier reports that in the last few years few 
of the old notes have been brought in. Some have come from Europe, and 
occasionally a few are found among the effects of an old-timer at his death. 
Since 1921 only five notes have been sent in for redemption. One was an 
$8 bill, sent in a couple of years ago. The bank has no special fund for 
taking care of these notes, so they are charged up to profit and loss. It is 
unlikely that there are enough of them to cause a run on the bank

A regular meeting of the American Numismatic Society was held at the 
Museum of the Society on November 12, 1927, President Newell presiding. 

Present: Messrs. Smith, Beatty, Weil, Pell, Gillingham, Belden, Wood, 
Newell, Noe, Herrick, Schmuck, Borodin, Schulman, and Spicer-Simpson. 

A motion to omit the reading the minutes of the April meeting, which 
had been printed in The Numismatist, was carried. 

Report of the Secretary. 

Mr. President, Members of the American Numismatic Society: Since the 
April Meeting the chief event of importance has been the redecoration of 
the interior of our Museum. More than half of the expense of this redecora- 
tion has been met by gifts from two of the members of the Council. The 
work involved a great deal of moving of furniture and prevented the ac- 
complishment of much else for the three weeks it was in progress. The 
cost was considerably less than when it was done in 1915. The vast im- 
provement will hardly need comment from me. 

Although the recent additions to our membership are gratifying in their 
number, the toll taken by death has been unusually heavy. Professor E. B. 
Titchener, of Cornell University, had endeared himself to those of us who 
had met him here. His interest was in Mohammedan coins. 

Charles P. Rand was a prominent mining engineer, and his association 
with a number of leading engineering societies resulted in the medals that 
were given by them being of good design. 

To Mr. Perriss P. Merritt we owe the inception of our Library Pund as 
well as a warm interest in the welfare of our Society. 

Mr. Henry Russell Wray, Mr. John Edward Poillon, Mr. John M. Whiton, 
and Mr. M. L. Morgenthau have shown their interest again and again. 

The additions to our roll total 15, which is to be increased by one re- 
instatement. 

Mention should also be made to the addition to the roll of our Honorary 
Pellows of the name of Professor M. Rostovtzeff, of Yale University. Pro- 
fessor Rostovtzeff is one of the most prominent of the Russian archaeolo- 
gists living, and his work is noteworthy for the attention therein given to 
numismatic facts. 

With regard to publications, mention should be made of the issue of Mr. 
Belden’s work on Indian Peace Medals. It is gratifying to report that its 
sale to members at a reduction from the regular price resulted in a sale 
which, together with contributions from members of the Council, enabled 
us to meet the entire cost of publication. Of Numismatic Notes and Mono- 
graphs, three are in the press and two of them should be ready for mailing 
before the end of this month. In addition, we are able to announce “The 
Anonymous Byzantine Bronze Issues, “ by Professor A. R. Bellinger, of 
Yale, and Mr. Gillingham’s work on “Prench-Colonial Decorations.’’ Two 
others, much longer monographs are in progress, but an announcement re- 
garding them will, we hope, be possible at the Annual Meeting. 

We would again emphasize our desire to have worth-while material deal- 
ing with the coinages of this continent and South America.

Report of the Curator. 

During the summer the interior of the building has been repainted. This 
necessitated the removal of the exhibition which had been on view for over 
a year. In consequence, the Museum was closed on August 2nd and was 
opened again on October 2nd. A new exhibition has been installed in the 
flat cases. We have displayed again a type collection of United States coins 
and a type collection of Revolutionary notes, fractional scrip, and Confed- 
erate bills. The Confederate half-dollar and the data relating to it have 
been featured in one of the cases. The collection of life-saving medals is 
especially interesting. Probably no attempt has ever been made before to 
show this series and I know that no such aggregation has ever been assem- 
bled. These pieces are from the collection of Mr. Elliott Smith, supplement- 
ed by specimens from the Society’s collection. 
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The aeronautical medals are of topical interest. The display shows medals 
of Montgolfier's balloon of 1784, Zeppelin medals of the rigid type of air- 
ship, and the Wright Brothers medals showing the first airplanes. The 
medals commemorating Lindbergh occupy the center of the case. 

Six cases are devoted to types of Swedish coins from the collection of 
Mr. Robert Robertson. 

A selection of Russian and modern Chinese coins are displayed, being 
placed on loan for this purpose by Mr. F. C. C. Boyd. 

In other cases the Society is showing its remarkable collection of satirical 
pieces relating to the Bryan free silver campaigns. 

A selection of German coins are on view in a number of side cases. The 
new accessions occupy the usual cases on the north side of the room. 

We take pleasure in announcing to our members the appointment of Mr. 
Robert Robertson as assistant in the coin room. He assumed his duties on 
August 1st. 

During the spring and summer there was placed in front of the coin room 
a counter, where we now show our coins to members and visitors. This 
keeps the coin room itself free for the staff, and those who have seen the 
coins at the counter think this arrangement a decided improvement. At 
the head of the stairs there has been placed a grill with a locked door. This 
was put up largely to prevent visitors to the Museum from wandering 
around the gallery, as in the past it has been found almost impossible to 
keep people from occasionally coming upstairs. Of course, anyone wishing 
to consult any member of the staff or to use the library or the coin room 
may still do so. 

Our accessions since the April meeting are as follows: Coins and tokens, 
1,§93; medals and decorations, 114; paper money, 70; counterfeits of an- 
cient coins, 2. Total, 1,779. 

We have just finished looking over a large collection of Oriental coins, 
from which we have selected a large number of desirable pieces, which will 
amount to about two hundred dollars. As you undoubtedly know* the fund 
for purchasing coins is very limited and the calls on it for the purchase of 
coins that we desire are ever-present. If any one desires to make a contri- 
bution toward the purchasing of this collection for our Museum, we would 
very much appreciate it. 

We have already received our first Christmas present of coins for this 
year.

Report of the Treasurer. 

Mr. Gillingham, the Treasurer, reported verbally from the bank state- 
ment, which was available for the examination of members who might be 
interested. 


Report of the Librarian. 

At our April Meeting there was reported a resumption in the growth of 
our Library, partly owing to the fact that we had the services of a library 
assistant on half-time. The growth has continued, and I feel warranted in 
pointing out that it is of more than usual significance, because our Library 
has now reached such a stage that the addition of something we do not 
already have is in itself an indication of the importance of such addition. 
For that reason, I am recording a selection of the more important titles 
below that they may be drawn to the attention of any who may be inter- 
ested. For a brief description of a few of the more outstanding accessions 
I beg your indulgence. Part of our growth is due to the generosity of our 
members. We are again indebted to Mr. Harrold E. Gillingham for not one 
but many titles which strengthen our section devoted to Decorations. To 
the authorities of the British Museum we owe thanks for the latest issue 
of their catalogue of Greek coins of Cyrenaica, prepared by Mr. E. S. G. 
Robinson. From Mr. Newell we have received a copy of his important work 
on the coinages of Demetrius Poliorcetes. From the Department of Cana- 
dian Archives there is a valuable work in two volumes, entitled “Documents 
Relating to Canadian Currency," and from the Biblioteca Nationale of Mon- 
tevideo, Uruguay, we received a gift of a book by Olivares on the coinage of 
that country. 
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Our purchases have, as heretofore, been applied toward securing titles 
which would be of immediate use. The Oriental bookshelf has been greatly 
strengthened by the addition of such works as Zambaur’s “Manual de Gene- 
alogie pour Thistoire de ITslam,” Smith’s “Oxford History of India’’ and 
several other important titles. We now have a complete copy of Mouquette’s 
“De Munten van Nederlandsch. Indie,’’ published in a scientific Dutch pe- 
riodical devoted to the colonies. Another purchase of outstanding import- 
ance is the beautifully printed volume by Schon, the “Beskrivelse af Danske 
ag Norske Monter, 1448-1814.’’ In the classical field. Dr. Regling’s volume, 
“Die Munzen von Priene,’’ should be mentioned as of outstanding excel- 
lence. Of more general application are two titles by Professor Rostovt- 
zeff, “A History of the Ancient World” and “Social and Economic History 
of the Roman Empire.” 

Another gift, of a nature to bring delight to any Librarian’s heart, was 
received only yesterday. It comes from Mr. Richard Hoe Lawrence, one 
of the former Librarians of our Society. It consists of three copies of his 
treatise on the Medals of Giovanni Cavino, published so long ago as 1883, 
but done so well that it has never been superseded. In addition to notations 
and additions, one copy contains copies of reviews bound in, while another 
embodies correspondence, letters of acknowledgment and similar material. 
It is very fitting that so complete a record of this work should find a home 
in the Library in which Mr. Lawrence has shown so much interest. 

There is great satisfaction in our experience that most of those who come 
to our Library for numismatic material are not sent away without having 
found what they came for. The problem of storage space for these addi- 
tions is becoming a serious one.

POLAND PLANS NEW ISSUES OF COINS. 

New issues of gold, nickel, silver and bronze coins are planned for Poland, 
according to a press dispatch from Warsaw. As part of its stabilization 
plan in connection with the recent foreign loan, the Cabinet has approved a 
draft ordinance by President Moscicki changing the monetary system of Po- 
land and introducing a new unit, which will be known as the ducat, having 
a value of 25 zloty. The ordinance fixes the currency medium to be struck 
by the State Treasury and establishes the right to mint money as an exclu- 
sive State privilege. Gold coins will be issued in denominations of 100, 50 
and 25 zloty, the latter of which will be known as the ducat. There will be 
silver coins of 5 and 2 zloty and nickel of 1 zloty and 50, 20 and 10 grosz, 
the divisions of the zloty. Bronze coins of 5, 2 and 1 grosz also will be is- 
sued. Measures are provided for the method of liquidating tractions in the 
existing paper money and gold zloty.
